Colorado  College  completed  its  1937  football  season  with  five  victories 
and  four  defeats.  At  the  beginning  of  the  campaign  it  was  conceded  by  many 
sport  writers  that  C.  C.  would  be  fortunate  to  win  two  games  all  season. 
Because  of  the  conference  split  the  fighting  spirit  of  the  Tigers  was  aroused 
to  a  high  pitch.  Each  man  on  the  team  had  his  mind  set  on  showing  the  BIG 
SEVEN  what  real  fighting  Tigers  were  like,  with  the  result  the  1937  dope 
bucket  was  upset. 

In  face  of  the  four  defeats  C.  C.  took  on  the  chin,  they  still  managed  to  win 
from  two  big  seven  schools  and  that  is  more  than  any  other  school  that  was 
left  out  of  the  new  setup  can  show.  In  view  of  this  it  seems  that  the  Tigers 
were  a  much  better  team  than  anyone  gave  them  credit  for. 

Coach  Van  de  Graaff  had  very  little  to  work  with  in  number  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  season  and  at  the  end  of  the  season  his  squad  was  cut  by  injuries 
to  a  team  of  twenty  men.  In  spite  of  these  unexpected  losses  and  handicaps 
the  Tigers  pulled  the  biggest  upset  of  the  season  by  knocking  off  the  highly 
touted  Denver  University  team  to  the  tune  of  7  to  4  and  then  taking  Wyoming 
9  to  6.  Not  satisfied  with  this,  they  gave  Boulder  University  the  scare  of  the 
year  by  being  the  only  team  during  the  season  to  have  a  6  to  0  lead  at  the 
halftime. 

There  isn't  any  doubt  that  the  Tigers  were  the  hardest  fighting  team  in  the 
conference  this  year  despite  the  contradictory  evidence  of  the  percentage 
column.

Tradition  was  shattered  in  the  initial  game  of  the 
season  when  the  Mountaineers  came  over  the  mountains 
from  Gunnison  and  earned  the  victory  by  outcharging 
the  Tigers,  outsmarting  them  on  offense  and  by  cleaner 
and  more  efficient  tackling.  The  Tiger  team  was  char- 
acterized by  lack  of  drive  and  sloppy  tackling.

Joe  also  snagged  two  aerial  tosses 
that  netted  them  50  yards  and  placed  them  in  scoring 
position  for  the  placekick. 

Western  State  executed  one  of  the  most  spectacular 
plays  seen  on  C.  C.'s  gridiron  in  many  a  game.  This 
was  a  flea-flicker  pass  play  run  off  from  placekick  forma- 
tion which  off-balanced  C.  C.  and  netted  Western  State 
their  only  touchdown.  Rout  added  the  extra  point  by  a 
placekick,  giving  Western  State  a  7  to  3  victory  which 
was  the  first  after  19  years  of  competition  with  Colorado 
College. 

C.   C. — Wyoming   U. 

Stung  by  the  defeat  handed  them  by  the  Mountaineers, 
the  Tigers  set  out  with  a  will  to  chalk  up  a  victory  over 
its  first  Big  Seven  opponent.  The  9  to  6  victory  over  the 
highly  favored  Cowboys  upset  the  dope  bucket  all  over 
Washburn    field. 

It  was  a  hard-fought  battle  all  the  way  with  Trainor 
leading  the  fireworks  for  the  Tiger  offense.  C.  C.  began 
its  first  drive  for  a  touchdown  when  "Pie"  Trainor  inter- 
cepted a  pass  from  Hicks  and  lugged  it  to  the  Cowboy's 
16  yard  line.  Another  gain  by  Trainor  brought  it  to  the 
4  yard  line  and  two  plays  later  he  took  it  over  to  give  the 
Bengals  a  7  to  0  lead. 

The  Cowboys  came  back  in  the  second  half  with 
some  strong  line  bucks  for  large  gains.  Then  on  a  fake 
reverse  and  a  pass  to  Dickson  on  the  4  yard  line  for  a 
touchdown.    The  attempt  for  extra  point  was  not  good. 

Late  in  the  fourth  period  Keaton  punted  out  on  the 
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Cowboy's  3  yard  line.  Wyoming  attempted  to  pass  back 
of  its  own  goal  line  and  it  was  grounded  for  a  safety,  thus 
giving  the  Tigers  a  9  to  6  victory,  first  of  the  1937  season. 

C.  C. — Denver  U. 

The  Tigers  pulled  the  most  amazing  upset  in  the 
conference  by  taking  the  second  Big  Seven  opponent  in 
a  7  to  4  victory.  This  was  the  third  time  that  C.  C.  has 
scored  all  the  tallies  when  defeating  the  Pioneers. 

The  Tigers  were  outweighed  19  pounds  per  man  and 
doped  to  lose  by  21  points.  Because  of  a  rainy  day  and 
a  muddy  gridiron  the  game  started  out  to  be  a  very  slow 
dull  one  but  early  in  the  first  quarter  Loftus,  D.  U.  back, 
put  C.  C.  in  the  hole  with  a  kick  to  Trainor  on  the  10  yard 
line  where  he  was  tackled  before  he  could  move.  A  bad 
pass  from  center  on  the  next  play  went  into  the  end  zone 
where  Trainor  fell  on  it,  giving  the  Pioneers  a  2  to  0  lead. 

Near  the  end  of  the  third  period  Bucklin   caught  a 

D.  U.  punt  on  the  goal  line  where  he  was  immediately 
tackled  by  a  swarm  of  Denver  men.  giving  the  Pioneers 
another  safety  and  a  4  to  0  lead.  With  the  Tigers  in  the 
hole  by  4  points  with  nothing  to  lose  and  everything  to 
gain,  Deacon  cut  loose  with  some  of  the  most  outstanding 
passing  of  the  year.  First  with  a  21  yard  pass  to  Alden- 
difer  then  to  Mowry,  who  took  it  to  the  26  yard  line. 
From  this  point  Deacon  made  the  sensational  pass  of  the 
day  when  he  faded  back  and  flipped  a  40  yard  pass  into 
the  waiting  arms  of  Aldendifer  for  the  lone  touchdown 
of  the  game.  On  the  next  plav  Aldendifer  split  the  up- 
rights by  a  placekick,  giving  C.  C.  a  7  to  4  victory. 

C.  C. — Mines 

The  Colorado  College  Tigers  showed  very  little  of 
their  razzle-dazzle  football  in  a  13  to  6  victory  over  the 
Colorado  School  of  Mines.  The  Tigers  retained  the 
record  of  winning  every  game  with  Mines  since  1922. 

Norman  Trainor  was  C.  C.'s  main  running  attack, 
making  possible  both  of  the  Bengal  scores  by  his  brilliant 
performance.  The  Tigers'  first  score  came  as  a  result  of 
a  drive  from  the  C.  C.  31  yard  stripe  and  didn't  end  until 
they  crossed  the  Oredigger's  goal  line. 

C.  C.  failed  to  make  the  point  after  touchdown  and  the 
score  remained  6  to  0.  The  second  scoring  drive  was 
started  on  the  Tigers'  30  yard  line  with  Trainor  running 
the  ball  and  Deacon  passing.  With  this  combination 
they  went  for  the  second  touchdown  and  the  point  after 
touchdown  being  converted  by  Aldendifer  giving  C.  C. 
a  13  to  0  lead. 
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In  the  fourth  quarter  the  Miners  made  their  lone  drive 
from  their  own  28  yard  line  for  their  only  touchdown. 
The  attempt  for  extra  point  was  low  and  the  game 
ended,  giving  C.  C.  a  13  to  6  victory.  This  was  a  costly 
victory  for  the  Tigers  as  they  lost  three  men  because  of 
injuries. 

C.   C. — Washburn 

The  Tigers  journeyed  to  Topeka,  Kansas,  for  a  night 
game  with  the  Ichabods.  The  Tigers  outplayed  the 
Washburn  team  with  fire-works  of  deceptive  spinners, 
passing  plays  and  quick  passes  from  center,  but  the 
Kansas  team  put  up  the  best  fight  of  the  season  to  holo 
C.  C.  to  a  6  to  0  score. 

Early  in  the  second  period  a  pass  from  Deacon  to 
Bugg  on  the  Washburn  15  yard  line  provided  the  score. 
Trainor  missed  the  kick  for  extra  point. 

Washburn  advanced  the  ball  twice  within  scoring 
distance  but  the  strong  forward  wall  of  the  Tigers  held 
them  back.  The  ball  was  on  the  3  yard  stripe  the  first 
time  and  at  the  4  yard  line  on  the  second  threat. 

Late  in  the  fourth  period  C.  C.  threatened  twice 
advancing  the  ball  in  the  shadow  of  the  Washburn's  goal 
posts.  Both  teams  resorted  frequently  to  punting  strategy 
on  first  downs  with  Colorado  having  the  better  of  the 
exchange. 

This  was  the  second  game  the  Tigers  have  played 
with  the  Ichabods,  the  first  game  being  in  Colorado 
Springs  last  year. 

C.  C. — New  Mexico 

The  four  game  winning  streak  of  the  Tigers  was 
smashed  when  the  New  Mexico  Lobos  defeated  Colorado 
College  26  to  6.  The  Lobos  had  by  far  the  flashiest 
offense  of  any  team  C.  C.  played  during  the  year.  During 
the  first  half  New  Mexico  rolled  up  a  20  to  0  advantage 
largely  through  fake  reverses  and  spinner  plays  that  the 
Tigers  could  in  no  way  stop. 

The  first  touchdown  came  in  the  first  minutes  of  play 
as  a  result  of  a  64  yard  drive  by  the  Lobos  which  was 
climaxed  by  Neiments  crashing  over  from  the  one  yard 
line.    The   kick   for  extra  point  was  wide.    The  second 
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score  was  in  the  first  few  minutes  of  the  second  quarter 
when  the  Lobos  scored  again.  This  tally  was  made  by 
Dwyer  who  ran  42  yards  for  the  score.  The  conversion 
was  good.  At  the  end  of  the  half  the  Lobos  scored  again 
by  a  run  of  16  yards  by  Clark.  The  extra  point  was 
made,  bringing  the  score  up  to  20  to  0  at  the  half. 

The  Tigers  made  their  lone  score  on  the  first  play  of 
the  fourth  quarter  when  Trainor  ran  the  ball  over  from 
his  own  9  yard  line.  The  try  for  extra  point  was  no  good. 
In  the  last  16  seconds  of  the  game  New  Mexico  took  the 
ball  on  the  C.  C.  28  yard  line  and  threw  a  pass  for  the 
final  counter  of  the  day,  making  the  score  26  to  6. 
Scudder  and  Bugg  were  the  oustanding  men  for  C.  C. 
while  Dwyer  and  Neiments  showed  up  for  New  Mexico. 

c.  c— c.  u. 

A  crippled  Colorado  College  team  stood  the  strong 
Colorado  University  squad  on  their  heads  in  the  first  half 
to  be  the  only  team  during  the  year  to  hold  a  lead  at  the 
half  over  the  Buffaloes.  They  won  further  glory  in  the 
first  half  by  holding  the  all-American  Byron  "Whizzer" 
White  to  53  yards  and  tossing  him  for  losses  aggregating 
18  yards  in  the  first  half. 

The  lone  Tiger  score  that  came  in  the  first  half  was 
one  of  the  Whizzer's  bullet  aerials  which  Gordon 
"Go  Go"  Bugg  intercepted  and  ran  back  66  yards  for  the 
Tigers'  touchdown  in  the  second  period.  Even  the 
Whizzer  found  the  charging  C.  C.  defense  too  much  to 
handle  in  that  first  half,  and  the  Buffs  drove  fruitlessly  to 
the  C.  C.  12  yard  line  and  lost  the  ball  on  downs  to  bobble 
their  only  chance  to  score  in  the  first  half. 

The  Tigers,  riddled  by  injuries  before  they  went  into 
the  game,  could  not  keep  the  pace  against  the  relentless 
power  of  the  Bison  herd.  The  Buffs  went  ahead  after  two 
and  one-half  minutes  of  the  third  period  to  drive  through 
to  the  finish  of  the  game  with  a  35  to  6  win. 

The  most  spectacular  touchdown  C.  U.  made  during 
the  game  was  White's  79  yard  run  in  the  third  quarter. 
He  started  from  his  21  yard  line,  sliced  over  tackle, 
reversed  his  field,  and  with  beautiful  interference  finally 
reached  pay  dirt  for  the  third  touchdown  of  the  game. 
The  best  ground  gainer  from  the  line  of  scrimmage  for 
C.  C.  was  Herb  Jolley,  who  played  the  finest  game  of  his 
college  career. 
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C.  C. — Aggies 

Colorado  State  scored  its  first  touchdown  of  the 
season  and  thereby  won  its  first  victory,  6  to  0  over  a 
crippled  Colorado  College  eleven.  The  battered  and 
bruised  Bengals  over-fired  for  this  game  with  the  last 
of  the  Rocky  Mountain  conference  elevens,  bogged  down 
as  they  never  had  before  on  their  offensive  plays.  The 
great  defensive  play  of  the  Tiger  line  was  the  only  reason 
the  score  was  not  larger  for  the  Farmers. 

Sparked  by  Bill  Hughes,  the  Aggies  smashed  and 
passed  their  way  for  70  yards  midway  in  the  third  quarter 
and  earned  their  touchdown  by  a  triple  pass  play,  Hughes 
to  Quine  to  Blake  over  the  goal,  from  the  six  yard  line  on 
the  fourth  down. 

Except  for  the  Aggies'  flash  of  power  in  their  third 
quarter  touchdown  march,  neither  team  showed  much  in 
the  way  of  offense  or  even  good  football.  The  Tiger  team 
had  one  chance  to  score  in  the  first  quarter  when  they  had 
the  ball  on  the  Aggie  3  yard  stripe  where  the  Farmers 
held  for  downs  and  punted  out  of  danger. 

C.  C. — Whitman  College 

Colorado  College  ended  its  1937  football  season 
Thanksgiving  day  by  defeating  Whitman  College  from 
Walla  Walla,  Washington,  16  to  6.  This  game  was  the 
first  to  be  played  with  Whitman  College.  The  Tigers  in 
return  are  traveling  to  Walla  Walla  next  season  for  a 
return  game  with  them. 

In  the  first  quarter  after  a  long  drive  down  the  field 
Trainor  took  the  ball  over  for  the  first  touchdown  from 
the  one  yard  line.  Aldendifer  missed  the  point  after 
touchdown  and  the  score  remained  6  to  0.  On  the  second 
play  of  the  second  quarter  Cummins  of  Whitman  took  the 
bah  from  his  36  yard  line  for  a  touchdown.  The  point 
after  touchdown  was  missed  and  the  score  was  tied  6  to  6. 

In  the  third  quarter  little  Herb  Jolley  ran  back  a  punt 
58  yards  for  a  touchdown  and  Aldendifer  converted  to 
bring  the  score  up  to  13  to  6.  In  the  last  period  Jolley 
took  the  ball  over  on  the  first  play  but  was  called  back 
because  of  a  penalty.  Three  more  plays  put  the  ball  on 
Whitman's  5  yard  line  and  Cittel  dropped  back  and 
kicked  a  field  goal  to  add  three  more  points,  giving  the 
Tigers  a  16  to  6  win. 

The  Tigers  displayed  a  fine  spirit  during  the  season 
and  this  final  game  proved  that  they  had  a  right  to  be 
called  the  Fighting  Tigers.

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BASKETBALL 

Juan  Reid  began  his  fourth  year  as  head  basketball  coach  with  seven 
lettermen  from  his  '37  aggregation.  The  Tigers  got  off  to  a  victorious  start  by 
downing  the  Hawaiian  All  Stars  42-37.  A  pre-season  trip  into  Kansas  and 
Oklahoma  saw  the  Tigers  drop  closely  fought  games  to  Kansas  State,  Fort 
Hays  and  the  strong  Oklahoma  A.  &  M.  Wichita  U.  was  defeated  29-25. 

For  the  first  time  under  the  new  "R.  M.  C."  setup  Montana  State  invaded 
C.  C.'s  lair  and  bagged  a  pair  of  victories.  Greeley  State  split  with  C.  C.  and 
New  Mexico  Mines  was  defeated  twice. 

Perhaps  the  most  satisfying  victories  of  the  season  were  the  two  one-point 
decisions  chalked  up  at  the  expense  of  D.  U.  In  winning  two  games  from 
Colorado  Mines  the  Bengal  quintet  broke  the  all  time  record  in  scoring  71 
points  in  a  single  contest.  The  final  series  with  Western  State  ended  even 
Stephen  and  gave  C.  C.  undisputed  possession  of  second  place  in  the  initial 
season  of  the  unexpurgated  edition  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  Conference. 

C.  C.'s  basketball  team  gained  further  renown  in  entering  the  National 
A.  A.  U.  tourney  and  pulling  a  major  upset  in  ousting  West  Texas  Teachers 
55-45.  Warrensburg,  conqueror  of  Montana  State,  had  all  it  could  do  to 
eliminate  C.  C.  in  the  second  round  37-32. 

Tradition  has  been  upheld  and  C.  C.  has  again  been  represented  by  a  fight- 
ing band  of  hoopsters  and  no  little  credit  is  due  Coach  Reid  for  the  nine 
victories  chalked  up  in  the  last  eleven  games  against  tough  competition.  The 
Tiger  team  of  1938  is  unique  in  that  it  boasted  no  great  star.  It  was  always 
question  who  would  lead  the  scoring  parade  and  no  less  than  five  men  topped 
the  box  score  upon  one  or  more  occasions.  Team  work  was  the  essential  force 
making  the  team  successful. 


Captain  Durwood  Lockhart.  Durk  completed  his 
fourth  year  of  varsity  ball  as  a  mainstay  of  the  team. 
Consistently  brilliant  in  the  backcourt,  his  occasional 
sallies  into  scoring  territory  have  usually  yielded 
pay  dirt. 
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Gordon  Bugg,  captain-elect.  Sparkplug  and  most  aggressive  man  on  the 
floor  was  Gogo.  He  is  a  capable  scorer  and  an  excellent  floor  man,  master  of 
interceptions.    He  should  spark  the  Tigers  to  the  title  next  year. 

Bill  Wolfe.  Sickness  interfered  with  Bill's  waxed  court  aspirations  this 
year  and  ruined  his  chances  of  playing  regularly  all  season.  He  wound  up 
his  collegiate  "stretch"  with  some  mighty  fine  ball  playing  and  will  be  a  hard 
man  to  replace  on  the  guard  line. 

Carroll  Bullock.  Carroll  has  been  a  squad  member  for  four  years  and  a 
letterman  for  two.  His  indomitable  spirit  and  speed  has  endeared  him  to 
Tiger  fans  and  will  be  sorely  missed  next  year. 

Frank  Wood.  Frank  has  been  a  steadying  influence  all  season  and  his 
story  book  goal  against  D.  U.  has  earned  him  a  place  in  the  Tiger  hall  of 
fame.    He'll  be  back  to  bolster  the  team  come    39. 

Eddie  O'Neill.  Work  kept  Eddie  from  competition  in  the  early  games  but 
once  he  came  out  he  rapidly  rounded  into  shape  and  his  exploits,  capped  by  a 
brilliant  showing  in  the  A.  A.  U.,  are  now  history. 

Joe  Aldendifer.  Joe  was  the  most  improved  man  on  the  team.  He  has 
always  been  a  tycoon  on  defense  but  this  year  his  shootin'  eye  got  the  range 
and  he  literally  poured  the  baskets  through  the  hoop  to  lead  the  scoring  upon 
several  occasions.

Coach  Juan  Reid  must  be  given  credit  for  developing  the  Tigers  into  a 
dangerous  ball  club  despite  lack  of  material,  especially  in  the  pitching  depart- 
ment. What  materia]  was  on  hand  was  depleted  by  injury  when  Jimmy  Roberts 
broke  his  leg  in  practice  and  Alf  Owens,  all  conference  first  baseman,  quit  the 
game  to  go  into  business. 

The  Tigers  boasted  one  of  the  best  fly  catchers  in  the  league  in  Jackie 
Childs,  unanimous  all  conference  selection,  and  the  game  was  always  close 
when  Captain  Cheney  was  on  the  mound. 

C.  C— D.  U. 

With  Cheney  pitching  masterful  ball  it  looked  as  if  C.  C.  would  start  the  season  with  a 
victory,  but  an  error  by  Nagy  in  the  seventh  gave  D.  U.  the  winning  runs  4-3.  The  night  cap 
sent  a  demoralized  C.  C.  squad  to  the  showers  with  a  16-4  defeat  and  demonstrated  the  fact 
that  C.  C.  had  only  one  dependable  hurler.

Whether  it  is  lack  of  support  from  townspeople  or  the  insouciance  of  the 
student  body  the  fact  remains  that  C.  C.'s  track  and  field  teams  are  badly 
crippled  from  the  lack  of  available  material,  not  because  the  student  body  is 
lacking  cinder  talent  but  rather  because  that  talent  seeks  less  exhaustive 
channels  of  expression. 

Nevertheless,  the  Tigers  hung  up  an  enviable  record  in  major  competition. 
For  the  first  time  in  history  C.  C.  sent  Freshmen  representatives  to  the  B.  Y.  U. 
relays  and  the  ribbons  brought  back  by  the  four:  Fleischli,  Hoopingarner. 
Billings,  and  Fowler  bodes  ill  for  future  Tiger  opponents. 

A  depressing  incident  cast  its  shadow  over  the  track  curriculum  when 
Buck  Buchanan,  a  distance  runner  on  the  squad,  was  struck  inadvertently  on 
the  head  with  a  hammer  thrown  in  practice.  His  subsequent  recovery  removed 
the  shadow  and  the  season  progressed. 

Record  breaking  was  at  its  ebb  tide;  the  only  person  approaching  the  all 
time  C.  C.  records  was  Captain  Haines  in  the  hammer  throw  trying  to  erase 
Dutch  Clark's  prodigious  heaves.

JO  E.  IRISH— Track  Coach 

Paying  tribute  to  his  twenty  years  as  an  All-American  athlete  and  track 
coach,  the  National  Athletic  Association  elected  Jo  Irish  to  a  four-year  term 
as  a  member  of  the  track  rules  committee  of  the  national  organization. 

Coach  Irish  was  named  a  member  of  the  All-American  track  team  in  the 
broad  jump,  the  sprints  and  relay  team  when  a  member  of  the  Chicago  Athletic 
Club's  track  team.  Irish  won  the  national  outdoor  championship  in  the  broad 
jump  in  1917  with  a  leap  of  24  feet.  In  the  same  year  he  also  annexed  the 
broad  jump  championship  of  the  Central  Amateur  Athletic  Union.  During  his 
years  as  a  competitor  on  the  track  Irish  had  the  distinction  of  being  a  member 
of  the  Chicago  Athletic  Club's  quarter  mile  relay  team  which  was  the  first 
to  run  the  distance  under  44  seconds.  He  also  won  individual  points  in  the 
National  A.  A.  U.  indoor  championships,  placing  in  the  60  yard  dash,  the 
standing  high  jump,  the  running  high  jump,  standing  broad  jump  and  as  a 
member  of  the  relay  team. 

In  1926  Irish  was  named  graduate  manager  of  athletics  and  track  coach, 
a  position  he  now  holds  at  Colorado  College.
